At the end of 1952 and during the beginning of 1953, en unexpected 
sn d considerable increase of the plague among pigs made a supply 
of serum for 300*000 rubles extremely urgent. An argument whether 
the serum should be bought from Poland or from the Behring firm 
delayed the action. After the plague had already taken a heavy 
toll, it, was decided to buy the serum for 280,000 EM West from 
Bering. Later on, Poland duo supplied 1000 liters of vaccine* 

Behr ing supplied 5000 liters; the total amount bought up to the 
present time is 3000 liters of serum and 3000 liters of vaccine. 
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As soon as the danger of the plague among the pigs had abated, the 
Yolkspolisei placed an urgent order for distemper seroa, as the 
police dogs were dying In the police training schools. The pur- 
chase was made through CkSiiu.i'pha. it aneroaaing 

epidemic of rabies raged, especially in South Thuringia, and the 
DIA was forced to get a eurply of rabies vaccine. 

Another oonstent problem is the battle against hoof and mouth 
disease. He search in and the production of hoof and mouth serums 
tales place on the island of Rlems under Prof. Hans Roehrer. The 
DIA is eonoemed insofar as it buys from Czechoslovakia the skins 
of the tongues (Zungenhsuete) of those animals that had been at- 
tacked ay the disease. These skins are then used on Rians.
